THE RESTLESS AGE 


Mutiny When 
|\Reds Sow Seed 


ROME, June 27.—Serious trouble 
has developed among certain elements 
of the 1ith Bersaglieri regiment, which. 
has been ordered to leave Ancona, cn 
the Adriatic sea. Garrison troops were 
j recalled from musketry practice to re- 
store order. 

The Giornale d'Italia reports that 
the mutinous Bersaglieri surrendered, 
but that disorders at Ancona are con- 
tinuing. One carabineer was killed 
and others injured in an engagement. 

How Started. 

The trouble resulted from propa- 
ganda distributed by Malatists urging 
the soldiers to refuse to risk their 
lives in Albania and revolt against 
their officers, and certain radical ele- 
ments did, 

All efforts to recall the men to a 
realization of their duty being fruit- 
less, the military authorities surround- 
ed the barracks with loyal infantry, 
artillery, carbineers, and royal guards, |. 
trained cannon upon the structure and 
encircled it with trenches and wire en- 
tanglements to prevent the escape of 
the mutineers. 


Fight for Hours. 

Severe fighting ensued for hours. 
Machine guns were used by both sides. 
Meanwhile the anarchical elements in. 
the town attacked the carbineers offi- 
cers and attempted to loot arms shops, 
while the law abiding citizens, desert- 
ing the streets closed and barricaded 
shops and houses. 

Reinforcements of troops were sent 
from neighboring districts and after 
twelve hours of siege the mutineers 
surrendered and the authorities re- 
mained master of the situation.

Gen. Smuts, premier of the Union of South 
Africa, said in the course of an assembly debate 
that the league of nations had not responded to 
the great hopes entertained for it, but that no 
one should rejoice at the failure. | 

It never has been quite decided whether the 
covenant was Smuts op, Wilson or Wilson on Smuts, 
but the South African fad a hand in its framing.

Americans who have regard for their country 
must rejoice that the fallacies of this international 
scheme were exposed before the United States could 
be exposed to its dangers and just as a political 
campaign is to be made upon the issue.

Tht 
league depends upon Great Britain infinitely more, 
than it depends upon the United States.

It does not respond, having in its membership th 
successful nations of Europe, because these nations 
will not do the work which the operation of the 
league would make necessary. Great Britain, 
France, Italy, and Japan will not make the sacri- 
fices which would be required to operate the league. 

Lioyd George said that persuasion had been. used 
on Poland to prevent the Russian war, but Poland 
would not listen. That settled the usefulness of the 
league, because the great members of the council 
would do nothing further in the matter. Poland 
invaded Russia and the league failed. 

The British, French, Italians, and Japanese who 
committed their nations to the league were not sin- 
.cere and they did not intend to operate under the: 
league. Poland is virtually a creation of the league, 
and it does not respond and is not compelled. The 
powers would not protect China against Japan be- 
cause they did not dare antagonize Japan. 

The league does not work because the league is 
not on the square.

IGNORANCE. 

“ No intellectual, no man above the class of the 
laborer in intelligence, is given an opportunity to 
zo to the polls in Russia,” says John Clayton, “ un- 
less he is a member of the Communist party.” 

By killing off a large proportion of those who did 
not agree with them, by starving, terrorizing, and 
depriving others of their right to speak, write, or 
vote in opposition, the bolshevik leaders have main- 
tained their government, with thé help, latterly, of 
ill-advised external pressure which forced all pa- 
triotic Russians to unite against invasion and dis- 
memberment. 

The basic tactics of bolshevism is the organiza- 
tion of ignorance, That part of the Russian people 
who have least knowledge and least mental capac- 
ity are organized by the Lenin-Trotzky group ,by 
appealing to their simple desires, to their fears and 
suspicions, to their class feeling. They were prom- 
ized peace, land, and bread. That was easy to un- 
derstand. Then followed the slaughter of opponents 
of the bolshevik leaders, suppression, regimentation 
of labor, iron discipline. The ignorant masses could 
not deal with their leaders. Counter leaders were 
destroyed. Discussion was abolished. A Red guard 
of zealots enforced obedience. Foreign invasion ex- 
cused military organization. 

All this the boishevik leaders assert and doubt- 
less believe is on behalf of the Russian people and 
of human progress. They hold to the Marxian doc- 
trine that the manual worker produces al] wealth. 
Therefore they justify the abolition of the bour- 
_ geoisie and of the intellectuals, except those who 
pubscribe to their ideas. 

This is the threat of bolshevism to civilization and 
| human progress. Neither was created nor main- 
tained by the manual worker, but by the brain 
of the thinker. If we had-nothing but manual 
work we should all be living in caves or reed huts. 
It is inventidn, not the movement of the hands in 
labor, that creates wealth on the modern scale. It 
is invention, organization,.and capital which make 
possible the comforts of modern life of which labor 
is Gemandiny and receiving a larger and larger 
share. If labor, as in Russia, destroyed the inven- 
tor, the organizer, the right of private property 
and individual Weerty, which are men’s incentive to 
| inbor, tt would destroy the very advantages it is 
peeking. 
Bolshevism is a denial of the facts of human prog- 
fess. By trying to destroy the thinkers and the 
| Girectors it is turning men back to the stage from 
‘ which they have worked their way through ages 
of thought. No such destroying philosophy has 
ever risen among men. The race must work 
forward by the control of the brain over the hands, 
not by the enslavement of the brain by the hands.

CONSUMPTION AGE GROUPS 
HE British committee on research 
put’ ite stamp on a study of con- 
sumption, by Dr. John Brownlee. 
This study appears to prove that 

there are several types of consumption, 

each due to a type of tubercle bacillus, 
and a given case will run true to form. 

His three types dre: : 

1, The young adult type affecting 
chiefly growing adults and causing 
death at. 20 to 25. 

_ &. The middle age type in which the 

common age at death is 45 to 51. 

8. The old age type in which the 
common age at death is 55 to 65. 

At various times withi 
years first one and then another of these 
types has been the prevailing variety. 
Justgnow the prevailing type is the young 
adult, a variety which was at its worst 
nearly fifty years ago and which is now 
on the decline, 


A study of trades showed some 
pecullar condi . Coal miners have 
‘less consumption than n in other 
trades, but when miners reach 55 to 65 


consumption as does the general popula- 
tion, This is thoyght to be because they 
are susceptible to old age tuberculosis, 
but not to the young adult type. 

On the other hand, bootmakers were 
found to have more than their share of 
young adult consumption. It was thought 
that this was due to the inhalation of 
volatile organic substances used in boote 
making, Upon investigation it was found 
that young adult consumption was the 
type prevalent in Leicester and other 
bootmaking centers among the general 
population not éngaged in bootmaking. 

This bowled over most but not all of 


tile’ organic vapors by bootmakers was 
responsible for a good part of their con- 
sumption. 

It was found that slate quarrymen suf- 
fered unduly from consumption. Their 
rate was seven or éight times as high as 


| that of other quarrymen. 


In all forms of quarrying and mining 
in which there was much slate in the 
dust the rates were high. This was sup- 
posed to be due to the Irritation of the 
lungs due to aluminum. Slate miners 
and quarrymen die from old age phthisis 
at about 55. On the other hand workers 
who inhale silica or sand dust die from 
consumption at ages 45 to 55. Their rate 
is high, but below that of slate workers. 
Lead and iron workers suffer from the 
old age type of the disease, 

Iron workers have a consumption rate 
twice the normal and lead miners by four 
times the normal, The tin miners of 
Cornwall react to consumption different- 
ly from any other group. |

CHINESE LABOR FOB AMERICA. 


une. ]—Judge Marcus Kavanagh is quoted 
in a speech to the Retail Dry Goods asso- 
ciation at the La Salle hotel last night 
as advocating the admission of Chinese 
coolies for the farms of the United States 
to relieve agricyltural underproduction, 
I have already presented to the officials 
in Washington this plan, but rot in the 
form suggested by the judge. 

Coolies in China are drudges and they 


—even in large cities—e ngages in agri- 
culture and the whole race is highly 
skilled in.that line. 

The American Chinese proposed to me 
during the war the following plan: 

The government to license Chinese ag- 


ricultural labor to live in America for 
five years and be limited to farming and 
They were to leave their 
families at home and be reqtired to re- 
turn at the end of five years and others 
come to take their places. The benefits 
that would come to this country would 
be large increase of the food supply, in- 
struction to American agriculturists as 
to the -methods of intensive farming and 
the enrichment of the United States un- 
der the reclamation of waste lands upon 
which they would settle. They advocated 
that labor would wejcome them, as they 
would bring down the cost of living to 
labor and would not come into. competi- 
tion. They placed the period at five years’ 
stay. Two years’ earnings would cover 
their expenses and three years’ profits 
would give them a life competency at 
home. They fixed the lowest age for im- 
migrants at 35 years and wanted the 
men selected in China and passed” upon 
there by our national officers before they 


were given passports to the United States. 


This scheme has been offered to ,our 
national authorities in Washington, and 
I agree with Judge Kavanagh that it 
would be now highly beneficial and will 
probably in the near future become nec 
essary.
